Tm Duty or t:u: Banks.— If there was e\er a 
period b. our commercial history requiring calmntss 
and pru lence and yet firmness snd courage it is now. 
The banks have a great, a solemn responsibility 
resting upon them. While they should resolutely 
refuse to encourage any new expenditure, or any 
new pecuniary obligation whstever, unless hasej^ 
upon an immediate shipment of the produce of the 
country, the forwarding of which to market m the 
only means, except shipment of specie, to bring down 
the rate of exchange on New York, they should, 
nevertheless, to Ibc full extent of their abdity, aid the 
business men of the city in meeting their engage- 
ments. In estimating this ability, prudent and 
wise but firm and courageous, snd not irresolute and 
timid counsels, should prevail. If the banks sus- 
tain themselves, as sustain themselves they must or 
fail, they must sustain the sound and solvent busi- 
ness men, from whose business during years past 
bank profits have been gain d. The l.ar.ks should 
expect, they should prepare, snd not be afraid to 
lose a little specie in the effort to preserve the com- 
mercial credit of this city from prostration and from 
utter ruin. Gold is not now the rare and precious 
commodity it was a few years since. It is now an 
article of commerce, bought and sold in the market 
at fluctuating prices, like cotton or wheat or any 
other product of the soil, and, if our banks do lose a 
few hundred thousand dollars in the next thirty 
days, they caa well afford to lose and nuy easily 
replace it. 

In this connection we cannot do better than to 
adopt the excellent advice of the New York Journal 
of Commerce in an article commenting upon the 
prevailing crisis. The Joun.al of Commerce is very 
high financial authority, and in this respect is much 
relied upon in New York and in this city by mer- 
chants and business men. It says: 

The public mind is too much excited to consider 
calmly the causes w hich have led to the present 
trouble, and any argument upon this subject would 
now be wasted. All eyes are seeking a remedy for 
existing burdens, and to this we direct our attention. 
There is as much actual wealth in the countrv as 
there was two months ago; and the great want iiow 
felt in every department of trade and finance is 
confidence. Whatever tends to destroy or even to 
weaken public confidence at such a crisis is in the 
highest degree reprehensible; while the efforts of all 
win* have the iuterestsof the country at heart should 
be directed to sustain and increase it. We know- 
that some are fcr "letting everything go.'' arguing 
that this is the only cure for the evil, aud that, if the 
lire is not allowed "to exhaust itself, the embers w ill 
lie continually smouldering, and liable to break out 
again iu open flame. This may be true to a certain 
extent. When the life is in no danger, and the 
question is only one of cure, it may be best to probe 
Iu the bottom of every ulcer, and to spare no proud 
flesh that protracts the healing process. But when 
the question is one of life, the probe and the caustic 
may not be the most available remedies. Such a 
sifting of credits as shall throw out the unworthv 
and insolvent is desiraide; but the total destruction 
of credit must prostrate every business man and 
uproot every moneyed institution iu the country. 

In securing the confidence necessary to the solva- 
tion of the interests now endangered, there is ne- 
cessary not only a concert of action among the man- 
agers of our moneyed in.-titutions but al>o a heartv 
cooperation and a mutual good under»tinding lie- 
tween them and the mercantile community. It will 
not do for any bank officer to say that his bank shall 
stand, although every customer fail; for his lank 
could not survive through the day if hu depositors 
acted upon such a 5-pirit. Nor will" it do for the mer- 
chants to grow reckless, and say that, if the banks 
will not "carry them tnrough," they will muke no 
straggles to meet their obligations and sit down in 
despair. Courage, cooperation, and concert of ac- 
tion will achieve wonders, tven in the face of ad- 
verse circumstances; w hile a selfish grasping after 
the means of persona! safety at the ri*k of endan- 
gering the security of others* will only hasten the 
common iuin. The banks and the merchants mas: 
stand shoulder to shoulder. The very attitude haa in 
it such a strengthening effect that it will give cour- 
age even to the ftint-hearted. The banks have row 
avowed their willingness to meet the community in 
such an effort. 

By a circular fiom the leading banks, puUished in 
our money articb. it « ill be seen that the necessity 
of such a movement ha* liecome apparent. Let the 
merchants meet this overture in the same spirit. Let 
every one, no matter how narrow the circle of his 
influence, act upon the same principle. At the first 
appearance of impending danger, selfishness crie* 
out, '"Every man tor himself." But when it is seen 
that the result of such selfishness must be the hast- 
ening of the general catastrophe, even the instinct of 
self-preservatior w ill lead men to herd tocrether for 
mutual help ami defence. There was ue\ era time 
w hen true herotm had a nobler field than now. We 
do not mean that any should carry his benevolence 
so far as to sacrifice him-elf for the common good; 
but we do insist that when the individual weal is so 
bound up wifli the common safety, that they cannot 
be separated without violence to both, then the max- 
im, "every man for himself," cannot even have the 
glitter of success to relieve it from infamv. We are 
convinced that if the unity of action thu9 recom- 
mended can be obtained, there will be no farther 
failures among solvent houses, and that the worst of 
the trouble will be over,

The Siglo announces that the colonization con- 
tract entered into by Gen. Goicouria with the Mexi- 
can government w ill at once be carried into effect, 
and that the colonists are expected to arrive the be- 
ginning of October. 

According to the Trait d'Union, one of the as- 
sassins of San Vicente, recently arrested, has made 
important revelations concerning this now ce'- I r.ited 
event, out of which has groivn all the difficulties 
with Spain, completely exonerating Gen. Alvarez 
from any complicity therewith, a« char.e i. 

The ecclesiastical" difficulty at Puebla h vi proved 
of a most serious character, and had been tadad only 
by the interposition of the national arms an 1 the 
arrest of a large number of citizens. Disiuruances 
of similar and political character hod taken place 
throughout the Republic. Several arrest* of a po- 
litical character had been made at Vera Cruz. 

A revolution of a somewhat formidable character 
had broken out in the State of Guadalajara, and was 
still progressing at last accounts. As to the pro- 
gress of the revolution in Yucatan we have no intel- 
ligence in the papers before us. 

The supreme g >vernment has published a decre?, 
dated the 7th Septeinl»er, conceding to the Louisi- 
ana Company of Tehuantepec a privilege fo- the 
opening of an interoceanic communication on the 
Isthmus, having previously annulled the privilege 
granted to A. G Sloo & Co. 

The privilege will last fifty years, and the com- 
pany is bound to establish, within seven years, two 
railroads from Ventosa an 1 Goatzocoalcos, and with- 
in »en years another to Acapulco. 

The government has received information of an 
attempt at insurrection in La Paz, Lower California, 
by the soldiers at that place, who were tired of star- 
vation. The Colonel in command of the place hav- 
ing been informed of the intention of the rebels, 
marched immediately with 50 men againn the gar- 
rison, and succeeded in arresting aud disarming 
them.— N. 0.

THE ST. LOUIS FAIR. 

Wkdxxsday, P. M . Sept. 30, 

A night ride of over three hundred miles, in cars 
crowded to suffoc ition, is by no means cjnducive to 
fre.shiess of thought or clearness of perception. I 
need only state, therefore, that we are liere safe, if 
not sound, after having parted with Kentucky at 9 
o'clock last night, and reached her diughter, Mis- 
souri, at noon to-day. The route over which we 
traveled is one of such great popularity that the 
public is well advised of its merits, its taohs of time 
and distance, and other features. We came via the 
Jeffirsonville road to Seymiur under the care of 
conductor Wathen, and being joined some distance 
from the city by Dr. Crothers, the superintendent, 
who caused the hours to pass merrily enough. 

We were favored throughout the "long watcher of 
the night with the full radiance of the red, round 
hirve.t moon. It kissed the rippling wave* of the 
Ohio as we quitted home, and silvered with its clear 
and lieautiful beams the placid Wabash just as day 
was streaking the east with the faintest blush of 
roseate dawn. The night was one of thorough love- 
liness, the bracing, autumnal atmosphere being 
dashed with an infusion of frostiness— the first of 
the season— which sparkled like gems of purest ray 
serene upon the corn and other vegetation along the 
route. No damage, however, was anticipated from 
this visit of Jack Frost. The corn is too fuUy ma- 
tured on the prairies of Indiana and Illinois to be 
injured. And such cornfields, such empires of ce- 
real wealth, of agricultural productiveness, as we 
rushed through. Never did the old valley of the 
Nile, wheu most fertile, yield so bountifully. These 
prairies and valleys are indeed the garden-spots of 
the world, and so long as they produce their nod 
ding, golden, glorious harvests the financial safety 
of the nation is a certainty, 

It was just sun up when we rushed into the grand 
prairie of Illinois, with all the pomp and circum- 
stance of a triumphal procession. Out of the East, 
as if from the very midst of an ocean of beautiful 
dowers and tall, rank verdure, came forth the god 
of day. There were clouds in the sky, but they onb 
intensified the beauty of the scene. I should re" 
quire the pencil of Claude Lorraine to depict in fit 
ting colors the matchless splendors of that sun-rise 
on the prairies. Poesy, with her inspired harp, 
could scarcely hymn a description in numbers suffi- 
ciently rhythmical and harmonious. The memory 
of this glorious advent of the charioteer of the sky— 
of the deliciously cool morning air that fanned and 
relieved our fevered, wearied brows as we lingered 
upon the platform of the cars, and watched with 
wondering, admiring eyes the Uundless seas of ver- 
dure, now hastening to decay— is with m yet, rest- 
ing as a Iwnison upon the fatigue of the night. 

It was high noon when we came in view of the 
Father of Waters, now reduced to a comparatively 
small stream. Beyond, as if arising at the beck of 
the magician's wand, there started before oor vis- 
ion, the towers, the djines, and steeples of the migh- 
ty Queen of the West. We saw mile after mile of 
steamboats, and a wharf crowded and bustling and 
noisy, although these are harl times. The journey 
from the depot on Bloody Island to the city is very 
tedious — the ferry-'joats even exceeding in slowness 
those oh the Jeffersonville and New Albany routes. 

We found the city overflowing with people from all 
sections. The hotels have been yielding their ut- 
most to the expansive necessities of the week, and 
can do nothing more. Had it ne>t been for the clev- 
erness of Dr. D. W. Strader, formerly of Louisville, 
who is keeping the Pacific Hotel, a pleasant estab- 
lishment, we should not have been able to find even 
a place to cleanse our soiled and begrimmed selves. 

The fair is of course the great topic of remark, 
but monetary matters and the crash of financial af- 
fairs excite much attention. It is thought here how- 
ever that the crisis is past. 1 Confidence is being re- 
stored, and more cheerful countenances are to be 
seen on the business streets. 

After seeing the fair grounds we shall tell you 
how great an exhibition they have here.

The jurors in the re-exauiiuation of the witnen may not 
confine themselves to le^al queatioua; but matters may be 
inquired into by them, which they may tmppoae to be prop- 
er an.! pertinent, and which may h • ve weis-iit and influenc- 
with them iu making up their verdirt, but which, in reali- 
ty are irrelevan' aud illegal. Any inquiry as to the ex- 
tout of the prejudice wh'ch the Partv against whom the 
verdict is rendered niav have anstalned by such misconduct 
must be very unsatisfactory. The jurors themeelveB are 
not permitted to testify on the subject, it being against the 
policy of the law to allow them to prove misbehavior in 
themselves, or their f-llow juror*, a* a ground for a new 
trial, and, therefore, the result >t auch an in>iuirv would, 
in moat raaea, have to depend upon the statement of the 
witnesa him-elf He might have a very irmwrfpet recollec- 
tion of what occurred in the jury room, and might wholly 
misapprehend th* bearing and effect of*the atatements he 
made to the jury.

•uch caaes Is, to condder the miaconduct of the jury a* a 
rotnrlent ground for a new trial, where the party complain- 
ing of it has not connived at nor been instrumental in any 
manner in producing it.

E. Parmelee, a merchant doing business at 
No. 25 Murray st., was yesterday arnsted charged 
with having, during the pa-t two vears, roblied the 
store of Messrs. H. E. Diddlee & Co., occupying the 
lir6t foor of the same building, of silks, satins, and 
other costly goods to the aggregate value of (80,000. 
It appears that, for a long time past Messrs. DibUee 
& Co. have missed large quantities of goods, and 
though they used every exertion to ascertain where 
they went to, and who" stole them, they were unable 
to obtain auy clue to the thief until recently, when 
they were led to suspect Parmelee. 

On bis arrest Parmelee ''owned up," and made a 
confe-sinn, i n whi. ii heexpl iin«td dttaodbl operandi 
of the la rceny. He stated that his plundering ope- 
rations were commenced about two years ago, and 
I eeu continued ever since. He alwiivs performtd 
his work on Sundays and got rid of his plunder be- 
fore the store was opened on the following morn- 
'ng. To obtain access to the store, he made a ro; e 
litider bv which be descended from his own to that 
of Dibble & Co. He then selected such goods as 
he thought proper, tied the iwckage together and 
fastened the bundle to the bottom of his ladder; he 
then ascended, and having reached his own store, 
drew up the ladder and its appendage. 

The goods thus obtained weie then packed up, and 
before Dibblee & Co.'s store was opened on Mouday 
morning he had them shipped for Philadelphia or 
Baltimore. In this way he managed to abstract 
from the store goods to the value of $30,000, $10,- 
7(h) of which have been recovered. lie was taken 
before Justice Welch and committed to await fur- 
ther examination. Parmelee is a single man, 35 
years of age, and for the past three years has been 
carrying on a wholesale straw goods business. He 
was, previous to going into business for himself, in 
the employ of Messrs. Dibblee & Co., and during 
the five years he was with them his conduct ai.d 
character were irreproachable.

and scientific attainments. It would also be desira- 
ble to ascertain how much ga* one of the public 
lights consumes during the year, and if a metre 
might not be attached to one of them, near the citv 
watch-house, for that purpose. The result of such 
a test, if practicable, would disclose whether the 
city ought to continue to pay the maximum price of 
$20, which was allowed to the Company when it 
was first put in operation. A question much more 
important to the interests of the citv has presented 
itself to the consideration of the Committee, un- 
der the 17th section of the charter of the Companv. 
All the dividends upon the city stock exceeding six 
per cent, must be converted into stock. This privi- 
lege is granted to the city exclusively, and when 
the profits of the Company'are heavy and tbe stock 
above par it is an important privilege to gain stock 
at par, and especially since, under the operation of 
it, the city stock has been largely increased. Not 
long since the private stock was also increased. 
The Committee have not inquired whether this was 
authorized by any law or proceeding to which the 
city was a party. By the 23d section of the charter 
of the Company the proceedings of the Company 
are open to the inspection of the Mayor of the city 
of Louisville.
